Plenty to Eat

3,000 RECRUITS ARE NEEDED 


May Serve as Clerks, Blacksmiths,

John Kennedy, stationed at Camp 
Funston, Kan., has written a num­ 
ber of interesting letters home con­ 
cerning army life and his work in 
the signal corps. 
The following are 
excerpts from some letters received 
from him: 
¡Some of the boys received thedr 
uniforms today but I didn’t. 
Hines 
got his and several of the boys went 
with him up to Manhattan. 
They 
said it was a dead town. 
He is go­ 
ing to Fort Riley this evening to see 
Max Wallace at the Post Hospital 
there. 
They are to open up a big Y. 
M. C. A. auditorium here tomorrow 
evening about three 
squares from 
here. 
M ajor General Wood 
is 
to 
speak. 
There is to be a chorus of 
2,000 
voices 
and 
several military 
bands. 
By the way, if anyone ever 
asiks you to give any money for the 
“Y. M.,” do so for you have no idea 
how much good 
they are doing for 
the boys. 
The Ibig maneuver is to start to­ 
morrow, but. do not think I will go 
as I haven’t been issued any army 
shoes yet. 
So I will have to answer 
sick call in the morning and go to 
the hospital 
and 
get the doctor to 
assign me to my quarters. 
There is 
a lot of red tape to the army. 
We 
)>oppe<L corn 
last night in two big 
army baking pans and made one big 
dish pan full for eaeh squad room 
with 25 men 
in each room. 
For 
>reakfast we had hot biscuit, butter, 
da-cktberry 
jam , 
baeon 
and fried 
mush, oatmeal and coffee and they 
gave each man an apple. 
For din­ 
ner we had roast pork, mashed and 
sweet potatoes, brown gravy, cream­ 
ed peas, apple 
sauee, 
bread 
and 
coffee. 
1 think we will be moved from here 
within the next month, about 
the 
25th, but do not know for certain. 
We think it will be to Virginia but 
do not »know.

‘Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 8.—Great 
damage by white ants in many Indi­ 
ana cities was reported by State 
Entomologist Frank Wallace today. 
The ayts have been destroying thou­ 
sands of dollars worth of material in 
stores and homes. 
“These ants have a queen 
and 
swarm about once a year,’’ said Wal­ 
lace. 
“When their work is confined 
to old logs and stumps in the open 
no attention is given them but when 
they begin 
working on 
lumber in 
hous 
stores 
and 
barns,"* they 
cause endless trouble. 
“The pests eat the softer part of 
wood and leave only a mere skele­ 
ton which becomes so weakened that 
it must he replaced. 
Florists with 
benches made of 
wood have 
lost 
heavily and often have been forced 
to replace wood with concrete. 
“ It is difficult to destroy the col­ 
onies because the 
tpieen must 
'be 
killed. 
Just killing the workers will 
not eradicate them.*’
